RELATING TO TRANSPORTATION AND OTHER INFRASTRUCTURE-RELATED
APPROPRIATIONS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION,

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
